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History 

From  a  Hudson ?s  Bay  Company  trading  post  (Fort  Garry) 
in  1870,  with  a  population  of  215,  Winnipeg  has  grown  to  the 
size  and  finish  of  a  first-class  city  of  approximately  250,000 
people.  When  the  City  was  incorporated  in  1875  there  was  a 
population  of  1,867. 

The  present  Health  Department  may  be  said  to  date  from 
1700  when  the  late  Dr,  A.  J,  Douglas  'was  appointed  the  first 
full  time  Health  Officer, 

From  1881  to  1700  Winnipeg  had  a  series  of  part  time 
Medical  Health  Officers. 

In  1741  amalgamation  with  the  School  Medical  Services 
occurred  and  the  services  increase  and  extended  to  all  child 
caring  institutions  in  the  City  without  distinction.  This 
applies  to  Medical,  Dental  and  Nursing  Services. 

The  Child  Health  Services  Board  was  set  up  to  help  the 
Department  in  a  consultative  manner,  meetings  being  held  at 
at  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  This  Board  was  replaced  in  1755 
by  a  monthly  meeting  of  the  administrat ive  Officers  of  the 
School  Board  and  the  Health  Department. 

The  Department  has  now  several  Branches  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  of  Manitoba,  the  Health 
By-law  of  the  City  and  a  number  of  other  City  By-laws. 


Area  and  Population 

The  City  covers  a  total  area  of  25  square  miles  - 

land  24.27  square  miles  (15,555  acres),  and  water  .75  square 
miles  (465  acres).  The  density  of  the  population  is  16.0 
persons  per  acre  of  land. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  population  for  1756  is 
254,050,  as  determined  by  the  Assessment  Commissioner.  This 
figure  shows  an  increase  of  4,761  over  the  1755  figure  of 
247,067.  However,  the  natural  increase  in  1756  (live  births 
less  deaths)  shows  an  increase  of  5,470.

The  number  of  live  births  occurring  to  Winnipeg 
residents  during  1956  was  5,908  giving  a  rate  of  23*3  per 
1,000  population  which  is  a  decrease  of  3.7%-lnom  1955* 

Of  the  5,908  children  born  there  were  3,025  boys  and  2,883 
girls  giving  a  ratio  of  1,049  boys  to  1,000  girls.  First 
children  accounted  for  2,135  or  36.2%  of  the  total  births, 
second  children  1,736  or  29.5%  and  third  children  1,054  or 
17*9%*  In  1956,  5,795  or  98.3 %  included  the  fifth  child 
and  5,751  or  97*5%  were  born  to  mothers  between  the  ages 
of  15  and  39. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  144  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  in  1956  giving  a  rate  of  24.4  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  is  the  same  rate  that  has  prevailed  during  1955  and 
1954.  The  chief  causes  of  infant  deaths  were  Immaturity  - 
27,  Congenital  Malformations  -  20,  Injury  at  Birth  -  19, 
Postnatal  Asphyxia  and  Atelectasis  -  16,  and  Pneumonia, 
all  forms  -  13*  These  causes  comprised  66,0%  of  the  total 
infant  deaths.  A  detailed  list  of  the  causes  of  infant 
mortality  is  on  page  13  of  this  report. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life  numbered  103  which  comprised  71.5%  of  the  total  infant 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  75.5%  in 

1955  and  65.5%  in  1954.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  for 

1956  was  17*4  per  1,000  live  births  which  is  a  decrease 
from  the  rate  of  18.5  in  1955* 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  death  from  conditions  pertaining 
to  childbearing  giving  a  rate  of  ,2  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  .7  in  1955  and  .5  in  1954.  This  rate  of 
.2  equals  the  record  low  rate  set  in  1952.

Continued  progress  in  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  in  Winnipeg  is 
reflected  in  the  following  report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Division  of  the  City 
Health  Department. 

Death  Rate 


There  were  12  deaths  in  Winnipeg  due  to  tuberculosis.  This 
corresponds  to  a  death  rate  of  4.7  per  Ic0,000  population  and  is  the  lowest 
death  rate  ever  recorded  in  Winnipeg.  The  following  table  illustrates  the 
gradual  but  steady  decline  in  the  death  rate  since  1930.

Hospitalization 


There  was  a  monthly  average  of  147  patients  hospitalized  in  the 
various  Sanatoria  during  the  year  1956.  This  is  a  substantial  reduction 
in  the  monthly  average  of  patients  hospitalized  during  1952  (214  patients), 
in  1953  (199  patients),  in  1954  (191  patients)  and  1955  (166  patients).

X-ray  Surveys 

During  1956  the  chest  X-ray  survey  programme  continued  to  expand. 

The  mobile  70  mm,  machine  previously  purchased  by  the  Manitoba  Sanatorium  Board 
and  loaned  with  staff  to  the  City  Health  Department,  the  stationary  4x5  X-ray 
Unit  at  the  City  Hall  and  two  other  70  mm.  machines  (provided  by  the  Manitoba 
Sanatorium  Board  for  use  during  the  survey  of  all  school  children)  were  all 
utilized  in  X-raying  a  total  of  58,422  individuals.

,  .  ,  O^e  thousand,  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  (1,184)  office,  business 
a  i  industrial  concerns  were  provided  with  an  opportunity  for  their  employees 
to  have  a  chest  X-ray  at  one  or  other  of  the  76  sites  where  the  X-ray  machines 
were  set  up.  Ninety-seven  point  four  per  cent  (97.4$)  of  the  employees  of  these 
business  concerns  attended  for  an  X-ray.

There  was  a  ratio  of  one  new  case  discovered  for  every  6,491  individuals 
X-rayed.  Once  again  the  progress  that  is  being  made  in  eradicting  this  disease 
is  evident  in  Table  III  which  shows  that  in  1950,  out  of  every  2,042  individuals 
X-rayed  one  new  unsuspected  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  compared  to  one 
out  of  every  6,491  individuals  X-rayed  in  1956.

In  addition 

to  these  new 

unsuspected  case  of 

Tuberculosis  some  individuals 

were  found  to  have  other  significant  pathology  of  the  lung,  heart  or  great  vessels. 
Such  individuals  were  advised  to  consult  their  own  physician  -'.or  iurtner  advice  or 
treatment  as  required. 

Ifeble  IV  shows  the  source  of  active  cases  discovered  by  the  Health 
Department.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  were  1,134  individuals  referred  to 
the  City  Hall  by  private  physicians  for  chest  X-rays  and  that  1  new  active  case 
was  discovered  among  this  group  or  1  case  for  every  1,134  physician  referrals 
X-rayed.  These  referrals  were  in  the  main  for  pre-natal  cnest  X-rays,  routine 
chest  X-rays  in  conjunction  with  a  physical  examination  or  suspect  lung  pathology. 
It  is  interesting  to  speculate  on  the  reason  why  5  of  the  9  new  cases  discovered 
during  the  year  were  discovered  by  the  X-ray  Unit  at  City  Hall  among  11,893  X-rays, 
while  only  4  new  cases  were  discovered  by  the  Mobile  Units  in  a  total  of  36,463 
X-rays.

As  will  be  seen  in  Table  V,  Tuberculosis  discovered  on  Surveys  continues 
to  be  found  among  those  individuals  who  are  in  the  most  productive  years  of  their 
lives.  Seven  cases  or  78 $  of  the  9  new  cases  were  discovered  in  the  20  to  60  age 

group.

Late  in  1955  the  work  load  formerly  carried  by  the  Division 
of  Housing  and  Sanitation  was  divided  by  making . two  divisions,  one  for 
Housing  and  one  for  Sanitation.  This  coupled  with  the  addition  of 
nine  inspectors  to  the  staff  set  the  stage  for  a  busy  year  i or  the  ^  _ 
Inspections  Branch.  During  the  year  a  number  of  events  took  place  wnich 
all*  had  some  effect  on  the  work. 

Five  inspectors  resigned  during  the  year  and  were  not 
replaced  due  to  difficulty  encountered  in  obtaining  qualified  applicants. 

The  Liquor  Control  Act  was  amended  in  July  making  it 
mandatory  that  fruit  juices,  sandwiches  etc.  be  served  in  beer  parlors. 
Suitable  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  the  storage  and  serving  of 
foodstuffs  in  these  liquor  outlets.  A  vote  later  in  the  year  paved  the 
way  for  the  serving  of  liquor  in  approved  restaurants,  dining  rooms  etc. 

In  August  new  regulations  respecting  Rooming . Houses  were 
enacted  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  These  regulations  permitted  . 
definite  action  being  taken  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  in  rooming 
houses,  and  to  provide  that  such  rooming  houses  have  adequate  toilet 
facilities,  hot  water  etc.  Considerable  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  rooming  houses  had  been  effected  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

a  sanitary  survey  of  all  public  schools  in  the  City  was 
completed  and  a  report  on  same  prepared  for  submission  to  the  school 

Board . 


After  considerable  discussion  several  amendments  were 
made  to  the  Zoning  By-law,  chief  of  which  was  transferring  the  enforcement 
of  the  by-law  from  the  Health  Officer

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FOOD  DIVISION 


Food  inspection  service  entails  the  supervision 
of  all  food  outlets  wherein  food  is  prepared,  served,  stored 
or  sold  whether  retail,  wholesale  or  produced.  This 
supervision  is  carried  out  in  order  that  all  food  partaken  by 
the  public  is  not  injurious  to  the  health. 

During  1956  twelve  new  food  handling  buildings  were 
constructed;  with  major  renovations  carried  out  in  thirty-five 
other  food  handling  buildings.  Numerous  ncuiries  were  dealt 
with  pertaining  to  renovations  to  be  carried  out  early  in  1957 
in  restaurants,  clubs,  etc.  in  order  to  meet  with  requirements 
of  the  Manitoba  Liquor  Control  Act  to  qualify  for  a  license 
to  serve  liquor  refreshments  on  or  after  March  1,  1957. 

It  will  be  noted  that  bacteriological  swab  testing 
which  is  used  to  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  dish  washing 
in  restaurants,  glass  washing  in  beer  parlors  and  equipment 
in  food  mixing  plants  was  not  carried  on  during  the  month  of 
October,  November  and  December  due  to  the  inspector  who  carried 
on  this  work  resigning  and  joining  the  bacteriological 
laboratory  staff  of  a  large  private  firm. 

This  Division  at  the  end  of  1956  had  a  staff  of 
one  principal  inspector  and  five  inspectors;  the  establishment 
being  short  one  inspector  and  one  swab  test  operator. 

The  following  pages  list  in  detail  the  number  and 
type  of  inspections  carried  out  and  show  the  condemnations 
of  foodstuffs  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  human  consumption 
during  1956.

In  1956  a  new  era  came  into  being  in  that  for  the 
first  time,  milk  was  being  kept  in  refrigerated  stainless  steel 
tanks  on  the  farm  and  was  being  picked  up  by  a  tanker  truck 
and  delivered  to  Winnipeg,  nt  the  end  of  1956,  some  22  producers 
were  shipping  their  milk  in  this  fashion  amounting  to  around 
17,000  lbs.  daily. 


During  the  year  milk  was  being  received  from  some 
1,316  producers  amounting  to  157,162,354  lbs.  for  the  year. 

4,736  contacts  and  inspections  were  made  of  the  dairy  farms. 

Each  producers  milk  was  tested  twice  each  month  for  quality  and 
2,661  samples  of  milk,  cream  and  ice  cream  being  sold  to  the 
consumer  were  tested.  The  quality  of  the  milk  received  from  the 
producer  continues  to  improve  along  with  the  quality  of  the  milk 
received  by  the  consumer.

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H0U3IKG  xND  ZONING  DIVISION 


This  Division  is  concerned  with  the  enforcing  of  the 
City  Health  By-law  and  the  Regulations  under  the  Public  health 
Act  as  they  apply  to  dwellings,  rooming  houses,  apartment 
blocks,  hotels  and  welfare  institutions  in  the  City. 

The  nev r  rooming  house  regulations  came  into  effect 
in  August  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  results  were  noticeaole 
in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations.  In  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  the  enforcement  of  these  new  rooming  house  regulations 
resulted,  in  part,  in  the  installation  of  additional  plumbing 
fixtures  in  33  rooming  houses,  the  installation  of  adequate . 
water  heating  facilities  in  4C  such  buildings,  and  the  repairing 
of  walls,  ceilings  or  floors  in  109  rooming  houses. 

enforcement  of  the  by-lav/  which  requires  that  tenants 
be  provided  with  sufficient  heat  in  the  colder  months  continued 
to  require  much  of  the  inspectors’  time.  The  inspectors  were^ 
successful  in  getting  the  temperatures  raised  to  comply  with  trie 
by-law  in  365  apartment  blocks  and  rooming  houses. 

There  were  1?2  zoning  violations  remedied  during  the 
year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  zoning  enforcement  work  was 
transferred  to  the  engineering  Department. 

During  the  year  44  residential  buildings  were  placarded 
as  unsanitary.  Police  court  summonses  issued  by  the  Division 
numbered  py  and  the  total  fines  imposed,  including  costs  of 
Court,  totalled  .'>£60.00 

1,615  complaints  were  Received  and  attended  to.

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SaNITaTION  aND  HYGIENE  DIVISION 


Previous  to  November  1,  1955  this  Division  was 
combined  with  the  Housing  and  honing  Division  and  was  known 
as  the  Housing  and  Sanitation  division.  Un  November  1,  1955 
an  order  in  Council  was  passed  which  divided  the  Housing  and 
Sanitation  Division  and  formed  two  Divisions  called  ‘'Sanitation 
and  Hygiene"  and  "Housing  and  Zoning**.  The  year  1956  is,  there¬ 
fore,  the  first  year  in  which  our  annual  report  covers  a  period 
of  twelve  months.  The  staff  consists  of  one  principal  inspector, 
one  assistant  principal  inspector  and  six  district  inspectors. 

The  division  is  charged  with  the  rountine  inspection 
of  all  offices,  workshops  and  factories;  swimming  pools;  schools; 
comfort  stations;  and  approximately  440  licensed  premises.  In 
addition  the  division  inspects  and  reports  on  garbage  and  refuse 
in  yards,  vacant  lots,  lanes  and  streets,  workmen's  closets, 
noises,  smoke,  fumes,  dust  and  odors,  infestations  of  mice, 
rats  and  squirrels,  and  on  pigeons  and  poultry.  The  division 
is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  all  water  samples. 

This  year  considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the 
inspection  of  factories  and  workshops.  Hany  of  these  premises 
had  insufficient  sanitary  fixtures.  Especially  lacking  were 
wash-basins  and  drinking  fountains.  Some  premises  where 
originally  an  all  male  staff  was  employed  there  are  now  female 
clerks.  It  was  necessary  therefore  to  have  installed  plumbing 
fixtures  for  the  use  of  females.  Dome  ventilation  problems 
were  met.  In  one  garage  alone  it  was  necessary  for  the  firm 
to  spend  *650.00  to  improve  the  ventilation  system  to  keep 
the  premises  free  of  carbon  monoxide.  Smoke,  fumes  and  dust 
problems  were  mostly  confined  to  foundries  and  control  measures 
are  still  proceeding,  a  number  of  noise  complaints  were  dealt 
with  and  some  measure  of  success  w as  attained  with  this  difiicult 
problem. 


All  of  the  Winnipeg  Schools  were  inspected  during 
1956  and  the  report  dealt  with  cleanliness,  lighting  and  the 
condition  and  number  of  sanitary  fixtures. 

Swimming  pools  receive  periodic  inspection  with 
water  samples  being  taken  at  least  once  per  week. 

To  ensure  the  safety  of  our  drinking  water  an  average 
of  45  samples,  for  bacteriological  analysis,  were  taken  each  week 
at  strategic  points  throughout  the  City. 

A  perusal  of  the  statistics  following  will  show  that, 
the  division  made  a  total  of  15 >241  inspections  and  re-inspections, 
and  that  5,4^3  defects  were  dealt  with.
